Fees for Cars 
Are Announced 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 25.— The 
State motor vehicle department, 
preparatory to opening the new 
registration period for motor ve- 
hicles next month, today an- 
nounced the complete schedule of 
fees to govern the reneval of 
motor vehicle licenses for 1926. 

Passenger automobiles will be 
licensed at the old rate of $3. 

Trucks, semi-trucks, taxicabs 
and all other cars designed or 
maintained primarily for the trans- 
portation of passengers for hire or 
for the transportation of property 
will be subject to the flat fee of 
$3 and additional fees based on 
weight and type of tires. 

License fees for commercial ve- 
hicles equipped with pneumatic 
tires will be as follows 

Under 3000 pounds, $5. 

Weighing 3000 pounds and under 
6000, $10. 

Weighing 6000 pounds and under 
10,000, $15. 

Weighing 10,000 pounds and over 

$20. 
Commercial vehicles equipped 
wholly or in part with solid tires 
will be licensed at the following 
rate: 

Weighing under 3000 pounds, $19. 

Weighing 3000 pounds and under 
6000, $20. ; 

Weighing 6000 pounds and under 
40,000, $30. 

Weighing 10,000 pounds and over 
$40.

At least an awful lot of trouble 
and scandal, resulting in probes 
and investigations and what not, 
have grown out of two Washing- 
ton football games this year. They 
were the Leland Stanford and the 
University of California games. 

First came the Stanford game 
on November 7, when the Cards 
were defeated 18 to 0. Immediat- 
ly thereafter reports flew down 
the coast that rough and “dirty” 
playing had been largely respon- 
sible for the Cardinal defeat. 

Now, nearly a month after the 
game has gone down in history, 
one Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, presi- 
dent. of Stanford, starts an in« 
vestigation into the report - that 
the Huskies used steel* in‘ their 
shoulder pads, and otherwise vio- 
lated rules. 

Bagshaw retaliates by defying 
Dr. Wilbur to prove the assertion. 

Perhaps the University of Wash- 
ington football team lived up to 
its name of “Husky” and the 
opposing players’ merely thought 
they were being hit by steel. 

The same report holds true of 
the Husky-Bear game a’ week 
later and perhaps the same ex- 
plaination holds true. 

Is it jealousy on the part of the 
supporters of Stanford and Cali- 
fornia that causes these reports? 

At least Andy Smith of Cali- 
fornia, or Glenn Warner of Stan- 


ford, nor any of the two teams 
have ever let a word drop about 
dirtiness on the part of Wash- 
ington. \ 

‘Another scandal, far greater 
than the steel shoulder pad af- 
fair arose immediately after the 
Bear 10st to thA Huskies, and this 
scandal thereatehs to leave an in- 
delalible smirch on the name of 
California. 

It is the Jimmy Dixon afair. 
Ever since the Monday following 
the Washington game, when _ it 
was announced that Dixon would 
be out of the Big Game on ac- 
count of injuries, rumors have 
rushed about. o 

Dixon was sOre at Andy Smith 
for deciding in favor of Tut Im- 
lay for the 1925 captaincy; Dixon 
slugged Smith and a half dozen 
Players in the dressing room, af- 
ter the Husky game, and numer- 
ous other reports,have been rife, 
All are unverified. 

Imlay and Smith still maintain 
that Dixon was out of the game 
on accout of injuries. But this 
does not explain a telegram from 
Andy Smith, enroute to the Fast, 
advising inquisitors to “ask Jim- 
my Dixon, HE KNOWS.”
